Chisholm*  Gross  Give 
Views  On  Livingston 


FANGO  asked  Shirley 
Chisolm  after  her  speech 
what  her  first  Impressions 
were  upon  entering 
Livingston  College.  She 
said:  "Here  we  come  again 
Into  another  beautiful 
edifice^  constructed  for 
the  purposes  of  expanding 
education.  And  then  my 
feelings  about  education, 

I say  to  mysel f very 
quickly,  I really  hope 
within  this  fine  edifice 
the  education  will  be 
relevant  and  meaningful  to 
what's  happe 

When  asked  whether  she 
might  consider  Livingston 
as  a place  to  teach  she 
said,  "Oh  I don't  know.  I 
real  1 y don ' t know. " 

University  President 
Mason  Gross  said,  "I've 
just  told  Dean  Lynton  that 
of  all  the  dedications  of 
buildings  that  I have 
attended,  this  Is  the  only 
dedication  that  really 
seemed  like  a dedication.

Livingston  College  was 
officlaly  dedicated  last 
Friday  afternoon  (April 
17)  In  ceremonies  which 
took  place  at  the  new 
dining  hall  In  the 
Academic  Building.  Over 
500  persons  packed  Inside 
the  large  hall  to  see  and 
hear  Mrs.  Shirley  Chisolm, 
the  first  black 
Congresswomen  In  the 
United  States,  who  was  the 
featured  speaker.  Other 
dlgnatarles  were  also  on 
hand. 

Livingston  Dean  Ernest 
A.  Lynton  welcomed  the 
crowd  by  saying,  "This  Is 
a happy  and  auspicious 
occasion  for  Livingston 
College.  We  are  very 
grateful  that  so  many  of 
you  have  been  able  to 
share  this  occasion  with

"It  wouldn't  have  been 
proper  to  have  this 
dedi cation  last  fall. 
Because  Livingston  did  not 
real  1 y exist  yet  at  that 
time.  Livingston  has  only 
been  shaped  during  this 
year.  It  exists  now 
because  the  sum  total  of 
students,  faculty  and 
administration  are  giving 
1 I f e,  dl rect 1 on  and 
purpose  to  the  college," 
Lynton  added. 

Dean  Lynton  said  that 
Livingston  should  never 
stop  changing.  "We  must 
search  for  new  Ideas,"  he 
added.  He  told  the 
gathering  about  the 
student  and  faculty 
chambers,  and  then 
Introduced  Wayne  Johnson, 
speaker  of  the  student 
chamber,  who  made  some 
dedication  remarks . 

"We  come  together  today 


to  dedicate  Livingston 
College.  We  should  ask 
ourselves:  dedicated  to 
what?  We  come  together  on 
this  day,  we  the 
Livingston  community,  to 
dedicate  ourselves  to  a 
new,  unique,  and  much 
needed  experience," 
Johnson  said.  He 
concluded  by  saying, 
"Livingston  Is  dedicated 
to  the  future  and  to  the 
Ideal  of  free  thinking  for 
American  people." 

Lynton  then  introduced 
University  President  Mason 
W.  Gross  who  Lynton 
described  as  a "Man  who  In 
these  difficult  times  has 
heloed  unite  the 
Uni  vers  1 ty." 

Gross  said  the 
legislature  people  In 
Trenton  had  a lot  to  do 
with  the  building  of 
Livingston,  "without  their 
help  It  may  not  have  been 
poss I ble. " 

"I  don't  know  how  he 
did  It,"  Gross  said  about 
Lynton.  "Here  Is  a man  of 
tremendous  creativl ty, 
who' s f I rst  act  of 
creativity  was  to  get  the 
right  people  Involved  with 
Livingston." 

Speaking  about 
Livingston  he  said:  "With 
any  new  college  you  have  a 
tremendous  opportunity  for 
Inovatlon.  At  Livingston 
there  Is  tremendously 
bright  Ideas  and 
tremendously  strong 
faculty  and  tremendously 
excellent  and  Intelligent 
student  body.  I think 
this  Is  as  auspeclous 
start  as  any  college  In 
American  history  can 
have."  After  Gross's 
speech,  Lynton  Introduced 

the  faculty  chamber 
speaker  Willie  Smith  for 
his  dedication  remarks. 

Mr.  Sml th  proceeded  to 
comment  about  Mrs. 
Chisolm,  the  featured 
soeaker.  He  said  he  first 
met  her  In  New  York  City 
during  a meeting 
concerning  summber  jobs 
for  youth.  The  Livingston 
Urban  Studies  Professor 
said  he  asked  who  Mrs. 
Chisolm  was.  His  friend 
replyed  that  she  was  a 
National  Democrat  I c 
Committee  Women.  Upon

Students  Link  Arms  In  Shovi 
of  Racial  Amity  It 

pertained  to  the  high 
school's  "wa 1 k-ou t , 

walk-ln"  where  all  the 
students,  both  black  and 
white,  walked  out  of 
classes  and  surrounded 
their  school  building, 
holding  hands  and  singing 
patriotic  songs.  It  was 
planned  by  some  students 
to  demonstrate  to  the 
community  that  racial 
harmony  did  exist  In  the 
school . The  school  was 
the  scene  of  a radical 
brawl  a few  days  before 
the  nationally  famous 
demonst  rat  I on. 

Last  Friday  (April  17), 
while  Livingston  was 
preparing  to  dedicate  Its 
campus,  black  and  white 
students  again  clashed  In 
the  school's  cafeteria 
with  over  20  Injuries, 
Including  one  student  who 
was  taken  to  the  hospital 
In  satisfactory  condition. 
Sixteen  others  were 

treated  at  the  hospital. 
The  mayor,  the  board  of 
Education,  and  the  police 
are  now  Investigating  the 
situation.  But  the  damge 
was  done,  and  It  will 
probably  happen  again. 

Mayor  Patricia  Sheehan 
emphasized  last  week  that 
the  Friday  free-for-all 
"Was  not  directly 

connected  to  any  specific 
Issue  at  the  high  school." 
Principal  W M 1 ard 

Lindstrom  when  asked  about 
the  problem,  gave  his 
usual  "I  don't  know,  we're 

still  Investigating."  It 
seems  he's  still 

Investigating  last  year's 
trouble  too. 

I It  Is  a fact,  however, 
that  last  year's 

disturbance  was  partly  the 
administration's  fault. 
When  some  black  students 
were  meeting  with  school 
officials  at  the 

auditorium  about  their 
problems,  the 

administration  felt  It 
wasn't  their 

responsibility  to  let  the 
rest  of  the  school, 
through  the  PA  system, 
know  what  was  going  on. 
Instead  white  students 
began  to  gather  In  the 
gymnasium  thinking  (with 
the  help  of  rumors)  that 
the  blacks  were  plotting 
against  them.  In  between 
the  two  forces  was  the 
cafeteria,  which  proved  to 
be  the  battleground. 
Again  the  administration 
should  have  called  off  the 
lunch  period  due  to  the 
explosively  tense 

situation  which  was 
becoming  evident.  The 
fact  that  2,200  students 
were  In  a school  designed 
for  only  1,400  and  the 
fact  that  they  must  eat  In 
the  school  cafeteria  which 
is  to  say  the  least, 
overcrowded,  anyone  could 
have  predicted  the 
outcome.  Instead  of 

thinking  about  ways  of 
possibly  avoiding  such 
situations,  the  school 


authority  decides  to  spend 
their  time  thinking  how  to 
punish  possible 
"rioters." 

The  most  rccen<I 
disturbance  could  have 
very  easily  have  happened 

earlier.  However,  thanks 
to  the  school's  basketball 
team,  which  was  one  of  the 
best  In  the  state,  they 
kept  the  student  body 
un  I ted. 

Just  what  Is  the 
problem?  There  are  so 
many.  For  one  thing  New 
Brunswick  High  School  Is 
far  behind  the  times.  The 
curriculum  Is  shaped  under 
old  ideas.  In  our  rapidly 
changing  wor 1 d It  Is 
useless.  The  courses 
offered  do  not  really  help 
you  In  college.  There  Is 
no  psychology,  sociology, 
or  advanced  courses  In  tlie 
school • Guidance 
councelors  do  not  seem 
Interested  In  the 
students.  The  faculty  is 
out  of  touch  with  the 
students.  Most  teachers 
do  not  live  In  New 
Brunswick  and  cannot 
really  understand  the 
problem  faced  by  the 
students,  such  as 
transportation,  1 Iving 
conditions,  and  other 
social  problems.  When  the 
trouble  broke  out  In  the 
cafeteria  last  week,  some 
students  said  most  of  the 
teachers  and  aides  stood 
around  and  did  not  get 
Involved  In  breaking  up 
the  fracas. 

Drugs  can  easily  be 
bought  in  the  school. 
Transactions  were  made  In 
the  lavoratorles  but  now 
the  administration  has 
closed  most  of  them, 
making  It  almost 
Impossible  to  go  to  the 
toilet  during  the  day. 
However  one  student  told 
this  reporter  that  drugs 
are  still  easy  to  get  In 
the  school . 

Last  week's  trouble  was 
bel leved  to  be  caused  by  a 
couple  of  black  youths  v/ho 
were  either  "stoned"  or 
drunk.  Some  students  said 
the  blacks  were  "high"  on 
either  drugs  or. alcohol. 
One  student  sa ( d they 
"didn’t  give  a damn 
because  they  weren't  being 
treated  fairly  anyway  (by 
the  administration). 
According  to  the  youth 
they  were  reacting  to  a 
"double-standard"  the 
school  administration  uses 
In  treating  blacks  and 
whites. 

Two  days  before 
Friday's  fights,  a black 
student  and  a white 
student  were  found  to  be 
"high"  on  drugs.  The 
white  s student's  parents 
were  called  to  the  school, 
while  the  black  was 
suspended  and  turned  over 
to  the  police,  according 
to  one  student.  The 
principal  admitted  that 
the  black  student  was 
dismissed  but  that  he  was 
done  so  for  other 
reasons. 

The  recent  Incidents  at 
the  high  school  make  the 
school's  Brotherhood  Club 
seem  a farce.  They  toured 


the  South  for  a week  last 
month  to  see  how  racial 
relations  are  down  there. 
Maybe  they  should  have 
Just  stayed  In  their  own 
school  to  see  their  own 
probl cms. 

This  writer  can  only 
see  the  survival  of  the 
high  school  when  the 
following  are  done: 

L)  Replace  Principal 
Willard  Lindstrom.  He  has 
shown  many  times  his 
InabI 1 I ty  to  handle 

problems.  He  should  be 
Informed  that  he  can  t 
always  use  sports  teams  to 
fan  his  propaganda 
campaign  that  "N.B.H.S.  Is 
great."  Because  It's  In  a 
mess. 

2)  Fire  all 
Incompetent  teachers  who 
think  more  about  the  money 
than  the  welfare  of  the 
students. 

3)  Make  the  Student 
Counc 1 1 do  what  1 1 s 
supposed  to — serve  the 
students.  The  present 
Student  Council  at 
N.B.H.S.  does  not 
represent  the  students. 
Its  primarily  concerned 
with  Its  own  egotistic 
accompl ishments,  headed  by 
a woman  who  just  doesn't 
give  a shit. 

4)  The  administration 
should  very  seriously 
consider  some  of  the 
demands  put  forth  by 
students.  Most  are  needed 
demands.  For  Instance  a 
smoking  lounge.  This 
would  stop  the  enormous 
amount  of  trash  fires  set 
by  frustrated  students  In 
the  lavoratorles.  If  the 
teachers  can  have  a 
smoking  lounge,  the 
students  sliould  receive 
the  same  consideration. 

A1 so,  permi tting 
students  to  go  home  for 
lunch.  This  would  ease 
the  overcrowding  in  the 
cafeteria.  It  seems  the 
school  has  a tendency  to 
make  money  In  the  eating 
place  ivhich  should  be 
checked  more  often  by  the 
Board  of  Heal th. 

The  groundwork  for 
peace  can  only  be  laid  at 
the  high  school  If  the 
above  list  Is  carried  out. 
How  much  more  blood  must 
be  spilt  before  people 
like  Lindstrom  and  the 
Board  of  Education,  the 
mayor,  and  other  money 
hungry  politicians  realize 
the  seriousness  of  the 
problems  time  will  tell.

future.  To  re-orlentate 
our  school  system,  not  In 
terms  of  Instruction  and 
basic  knowledge  about  the 
natural  world,  but  In 
terms  of  things  of  self 
respect  and  hope.  A 
sense  of  belonging,  a 
sense  of  power.  A primary 
function  of  educators  must 
be  to  recognize  that  to 
educate  is  to  lead  out," 
Mrs.  Chisolm  remarked. 

She  feels  this  problem 
has  lead  to  the  high  drop 
out  rate  of  the 
educational  system  and 
not  because  of  lack  of 
Interest.  She  added: 
"There  Is  a very  real 
reason  for  being  In 
school.  And  that  real 
reason  Is  to  he  taught, 
educated,  to  be  let  out  of 
1 ow  I ncome  h I gh 
unemployment,  poor  health 
care.  Inadequate  housing, 
to  be  let  out  of  ghetto 
1 Ife." 

Mrs.  Chisolm  believes 
the  school  system  Is  too 
large  to  achieve  Its  goals 
of  education.  The  answer 


With  encouraging  shouts 
from  the  audience  ("Tell'm 
sister"),  she  said:  "The 
larger  problem,  my 
friends,  is  not  merely 
education,  but  power.  And 
the  wrestling  away  of 
power  from  the  hands  In 
which  It  lies  and  treasure 
it  where  It  belongs." 

"We  must  not  fear 
turning  over  some 
authority  to  our  local 
school  boards.  Giving 
them  some  power  over 
curriculum  and  hur.etlng 
matters,"  she  added. 

Mrs.  Chisolm  ended  her 
55  minute  speech  by 
saying:  "The  school 
integration  of  our  day  has 
been  defined  to  mean  tht  a 
white  child  must  have  a 
locker  next  to  a black 
child  or  that  100  black 
children  should  be  bused 
to  the  suburbs  to  improve 
a school ' s publ I c 
relations  Image.  But 
Integral  I on.  If  1 1 1 s to 
live,  must  be  not  only  in 
terms  of  race,  hut  In 
terms  of  culture,  of  the 
contributions  of  different 
people.  Integration  must 
mean  pluralism,  respect 
for  differences,  rather 
than  'a  melting  pot',"  she 
concluded. 

Dean  Lynton  added  that 
Mrs.  Chisolm  "spoke  of 
things  to  which  we  here  at

SAVE  THE,  WOODS 

On  Arril  2,  1970,  a 
group  of  interested  faculty 
and  staff  members  met  to 
discuss  the  proposed 
development  of  the  Univer- 
sity's "Kilmer  Woods" 
property.  Those  attending 
the  meeting  felt  that  some 
effort  should  be  made  to 
investiaate  the  University's 
decision  to  construct 
married  student  housing 
units  in  the  woods  and  make 
an  attempt  to  alter  these 
plans.  The  general  con- 
sensus was  that  efforts 
in  this  direction  by  a 
faculty  and  staff  group, 
rather  than  duplicate 
other  similar  endeavors  o 
on  the  part  of  students 
and  individuals,  would 
complement  such  activity 
and  could  possibly  provide 
the  impetus  needed  to 
conserve  the  area. 

The  group  therefore  de- 
cided to  form  an  ad  hoe 
committee  of  faculty  and 
staff  to  save  the  Kilmer 
V/oods.  The  first  action 
taken  was  to  submit  a 
stalomont  to  this  effect 
for  publication  in  the 
Rutgers  Newsletter. 

Secondly,  several  reports 
on  the  value  of  the  woods 
will  be  prepared. 

Thirdly,  the  committee 
will  meet  with  appropriate 
University  officials  to 
investigate  the  reasoning 
behind  the  decision  to 
develop  this  land  and  to 
see  if  there  is  a workable 
alternative  to  the 
university's  plan.
